a pilot. Prevared therefore for either ad- 
verse oz favorable comment, Mire Post's arrival 
at Wright Fielc at the conclusion of his 
flight for the purpose of returning the bor- 
rowed compass was eagerly awaited. The story 
proved an interesting ones 

Before his takesoif from New York, Mre 
Post had arranged with the radio station at 
Manchester, England, for operation of the sta- 
tion on a wave length cf 625 kilocycles con- 
tinuously during the night of his flight over 
the Atlantic. Because of interference with 
existing broadcest schedules in Englend, how- 
ever, this service could not begin until mid- 
night. At midnicht Mr. Post attempting to 
tune in, found the station suddenly, the 
sound flooding into the earpieces of his hel- 
mete Irmediately the visual indicator showed 
his bearing slightly off the course and turn- 
ing the plane til the needle of the indica~ 
tor rested at the zero reading, Post held it 
there through 1600 iailes of night over-ocean 
flight, and without recourse to any other 
navigational aic whatever, was brought toward 
morning directly over the radio towers of Man- 
chester. The indications on the instrument 
were so relizble that Post exnressed the be- 
lief that if the station had come on the air 
when he was over Newfoundland, that he could 
have flown the entire over-ocean distance, 
from land's end to land's end, by its aid. 
alone. To have had such positive direction 
over those 1600 miles meant not only strict 
adherence to the great circle course, but the 
saving of physical energy required by period- 
ic checking of a course which other naviga- 
tional methods make necessary, and a great 
relief from mental strain. 

The radio compass again proved its re= 
liability when on leaving Berlin, Post ran 
into the same storm that was responsible for 
the death of the two Lithuaniar. flyers. An 
oil leak had developed that put the robot pi-~ 
lot temporarily out of commissions The storm 
was severe, the visibility zeroes Tuning in 
on a radio station at Konigsberg, the com 
pass brought him directly over the city and 
he was able to effect a safe landing. 

Had racio stations been available all 
along the great circle course, the radio com 
pass could have been of more constant benefit.

DEVELOPMENT OF RADIO COMPAS 

The Air Corps kadio Comass which has 
been under test at the Materiel Division for 
the vast two years provides a visual indicar 
tion of the heading of an airplane. It en- 
ables a pilot to fly towarc a broedcasting 
station, or any station which has a continuous 
or intermittent carrier operating within the 
band of 250 to 1500 kilocyeles. The nature o: 
the visual]. indication consists in the eract 
center position of a galvanometer indicator 
needle whenever the aircraft in flizht is 
headed toward or eway fron a radio statione 
The location of this center position is inli- 
| cated on a Gial by a zeroe Letters ''L'' and 
i"R' to left and right of the zero reading in 
| dicate that the airplane is heading to left o: 
| rizght, respectively, of the direct course 
i The direction indicated is independent of the 

geogrephical course on which the airplane is 

|; flyinge It is dependent wholly upon the broar 
' casting or other transmitting station to whic 
the compass is tuned. A standard radio re~ 

| ceiver is used in conjunction with the radio 
compasse 

Besides the visual indicator located on 
the instrument board the compass consists es= 
sentially of the following parts: A circular 
loop, 18 inches in diameter, used to obtain 
Girectional effect by picking up a signal 
which is then carried to the modulator box 
unit end causes a deflection in the course in- 
dicator needle; a modulator box by which is 
maintained a constant relation between the 
loop tuning and radio receiver tuning; remote 
tuning control; control box; and volume con- 
trol unit. 

The operation of the compass is extbreme~ 
ly simple. The nilot tunes to the station de- 
sired which is identified by its frequency or 
call letters. When assured of the correctness 
of his tuning, he operates a manual switch 
which immediately actuates the visual indicae 
tor needle, so that it indicates the bearing 
of the plane. If there is a deviation of the 
needle es right or left of the zero reading, 
the plane must be turned until the needle

The 26th Attack Squadron, Wheeler Field, 
T.H., corpiled some interesting data on pers 
formences of Curtiss A-3B airolanes during the 
last quarterly weight test. “Twelve airplanes 
were florm in the test. Tho gross weight of 
epch airnlane was accurately deteruincd, some 
including the act.sal weight of the pilot, ob= 
server, ratio, arsamcnt, over=vwater equipment, 
etc. The test was divided into two parts. In 
the first vart of the test, airplanes took off 
individually, The time required for the take~ 
otf was recorded with a ston wetch and the 
length of run for each airplane vas :measurede 

The second part of the test required the 
twelve airplanes to take off in foiratiom The 
results were a surprise to most of the niloits, 
because =lthough the squadron climbed at a 
little less than full throttle all twelve aiz- 
planes reachei the 5000 foot altitude in al- 
most the same time as their general average 
for the climb to this altitude when they were 
floim individually. This would sugsest that 
the majority of the nilots had not used the 
most efficient angle of climb during the in 
dividual test. It is an interesting resvlt 
and calls for a more thorough investiczation 
of the climbing characteristics of the A-3B 
under full load conditions.

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SERGEANT PRIDHAM TAKES HIS LAST PASS 


On August 14th the 91st Obs. Squadron lost 
its First Sergeant. Crissy Field and the 
Army lost an outstanding soldier, and many, 
many, many besides ourselves lost a friend. 

Sergeant Pridham's death was caused by an 
acute heart attack. 

Sergeant Pridham was 41 years old and had 
over 18 years' service, five stars on his 
World War ribbon and an all around enviable 
record. He served as First Sergeant of the 
91st Observation Squadron over nine years. 
He was First Sergeant under Majors Enmons 
and Sneed, Lieuts~Col. Brant, Capt. Kraus, 
Lieut.-Col. McIntosh, Majors Davis and Muse. 
There are a few who served longer at Crissy 
Field, but none did more for it and its men. 
Sergeant Pridham made it his job to know not 
only his job but more; he made it his job to 
take care of anything even remotely connect- 
ed with his work. Yot he never interfered 
with others' functions. His suggestions and 
advice were not only not resonted but desir- 
ed and sought aftor. 

Ask any of his Cormanding Officerss Ask 
any officer or soldier who served with hin 
You will be surprisod at the wniformity and 
emphasis in the replies. Let not the stran- 
ger think it is a case where "a friend exag- 
gerates a man's virtue.'' To know Sergeant 
Pridham was to admire him. To sec his work 
was to appreciate him New recruits and 
Master Sergeants, Lieutenants and Generals 


recognized his merit. One apisode ig suffi- 


cient. A Major-General spent a half hour 
inspecting Sergeant Pridhan's efforts. On 
finishing, the General, in the presence of 
his Commanding Officer and within earshot of 
the men, said: ''Sergeant, did you ever see 
better resultsi'' The cowmanding eyes could 
not force an answer. ''Well, Sorgeant, if I 
must reply for you, you have not, nor have I.' 
Sergeant Pridham was not only a First Ser- 
geant, he vas a mane In fact, he was not a 
First Sergeant when he died. He had beon de- 


jmoted. Voluntarily? Yes. He was expecting 


promotion to Master Sergeant and, in -view of 
his lack of experience in engineering: work, 
he voluntarily took a temporary reduc tion and 
asked to be assigned to engineering in order 
to equip himself for duties commensurate with 
his expected rank. Therefore he died as & 
Staff Sergeant, but to the 91st he will al- 
ways bo "TEE FIRST SENGRANT,"! 

The First Sergeant took about oneshalf of 
his furlough allowance, none at all since 
1927. At 2:00 A.M. the day of his death he 
asked for a day's passe Quizzical, not dis- 
approving frowns answered him « him, the man 
who seldom took a furlough and never took a 
passe Finally aad reluctantly he admitted hs 
did not feel entirely well enough te remaiz 
on duty. The man who nevor tired asking for 
a rest: The man who never complained of ail- 
ments admitting he was not quite well! The 
em who lived to serve took a pass to
